Every year the school gathers to honor a new group of inductees in the Hall of Fame. This year was no 
exception. The assembly and the luncheon, held October 1, honored six inductees who range from an ex¬ 
assistant principal of Byrd to a T.V. screenwriter. 

The first inductee, Mary Clyde Wintle, was assistant principal of Byrd High School for 25 years. She was 
also one of two Louisiana teachers to receive the Distinguished Teacher Award in 1988. She has served as 
President of Colonial Dames of America, Vice-President of Caddo Retired Teachers Association, and President 
of Hypatia, oldest literary club in Shreveport. Also, Wintle was invited to participate in a National Geographic 
documentary entitled ’’The Lost Fleet of Guadalcanal." 

John Craig Flournoy is a graduate of the University of New Orleans and received his M.A. at Southern 
Methodist University. He has worked as a repoter on such papers as the Dallas Morning News, the Shreveport 
Journal, and the Houma Daily Courier . Flournoy received the Pulitzer Prize for National Reporting in 1986 for 
a public housing article he wrote. 

Lester Senter-Wilson is an opera singer with degrees in piano from the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, the 
Mozateum in Salzburg, and LSU. She also holds a doctorate degree in piano and voice from University of 
Texas at Austin. Wilson has performed operas all over the country, including Madame Butterfly and Pirates 
of Penzance. 

David Hentschel, also an inductee into the Hall of Fame, graduated from LSU with a degree in Petroleum 
Engineering. He served as Chairman and CEO of Occidental Oil and Gas Corp until his retirement in April, 

1993. He is now the director of the Bank of Oklahoma and St. Francis Hospital, and he is also the co-chairman 
for the Tulsa Area United Way 1992 campaign and Tulsa 2000. He was chosen as 1992 Executive of the Year by 
Executive Women International Tulsa Chapter. 

Anna Holmes was a member of the first Byrd graduating class in 1926. She has a M.A. and B.A. in educa¬ 
tion and was an English teacher, school counselor and sponsor of Byrd's High Life for over 40 years. 

The final inductee, Rick Hawkins, has written episodes for "The Carol Burnett Show", which he won an 
Emmy for in 1978, "Welcome Back, Kotter", "Laverne and Shirley", "The Time Conway Show", "The Love 
Boat", "Major Dad", and was the producer and head writer for "Punky Brewster". He is currently executive 
producer for "Mama's Family" and is refining a play that is due to be produced on Broadway in the Spring
